A trust 
fund has been established to maintain the great 
old horse in comfort and to erect a monument to 
him after his death. 

Eulogy of the beautiful creature with its 24

ordingly, if the revival in the United 
States persists, the outlook for a definite 
resumption of recovery in Canada is 
quite fevourable.”’

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Effects on Earnings 

“These two developments—the fall 
in interest. rates and the change-over 
from loans to securities—have meant a 
progressive decline in the rate of return 
on bank assets, In the case of this 
Bank, for example, the average rate of 
return on our loans and investments 
combined has dropped by more than 
one-third in the past ten years: from 
almost exactly 6% in 1928 to 3.76% in 
1938, From the standpoint of our gross 
earnings, this decline in the rate of 
return has to some extent been offset 
by a considerable increase in the com- 
| bined total of loans and investmenis 
which last year averaged about $265 
| millions, compared with $214 millions 
in 1928. For the most part, however, 
this Bank , like other banks in Canada, 
has been compelled, in order to main- 
tain a balance between its earnings and 
expenditures, to cut the rate of interest 
paid on deposits and to explore the 
means of opening up new avenues of 
| revenue,”’ 


Reduction in Operating 
| Expenses Limited 


“Speaking on this topic at the annual 
meeting five years ago, I drew your 
attention to the difficulties of making 
any large reduction in the expenses o' 
operating a bank, The fact that the 
rate of return on earning assets has 
fallen sharply has not meant that the 
banks have been called upon to do less 
work. In the case of our own institu- 
tion, the volume of work performed in 
1938 was some 8° greater than in 
1928. In view of this situation, and 
of the necessity for maintaining @ high 
standard of nation-wide banking ser- 
vice, there has been no reduction in 
the size of the Bank's staff which, 
| indeed, is now moderately larger than 
was the case ten years ago. For the 
same reasons, such charges as rent, 
upkeep of properties, stationery snd 
supplies, and office operating expenses, 
though carefully watched and in indi- 
vidual cases cut, bave in the aggregate 
not been susceptible to reduction. Nor 
has it been practicable to reduce 
salaries. As a matter of fact, our pay- 
roll to-day is larger than in any 
previous year—a consideration which 
should not be overlooked by those who 
sometimes suggest that the remunera- 
tion of bank officials is inadequate 
Moreover, one of the major items of 
expenditure, taxes, has been rising 
steadily and last year was some 27°, 
higher than in 1928, Last year we paid 
taxes amounting to no less than 
$1,235,000, of which $1,099,000 was 
ssid in Canada to the Dominion, 
Provinces and Municipalities and the 
remainder, $136,000, in other countries 
It is worthy of note that our tax bill 
was not much smaller than our total 
dividends of $1,440,000, 

“In the light of these conditions, it 
was inevitable that the rates of interest 
paid to depositors should have been 
cut. In several steps, the rate of 
interest on savings deposits has been 
reduced in the case of all the Chartered 
Banks from 3°5 to 114% and the 
practice of paying interest on current 
accounta has been generally discon- 
tinued. While admittedly the cut has 
been a sharp one, equivalent to 1 
on savings deposits, it has not been 
nearly as great as the fallin the average 
rate of return on loans andinvestments, 
the decrease in which amounted in our 
case to about 244%. It has, therefore, 
also been necessary to establish a 
general system of service charges—to 
charge for 4 variety of services which, 
so long as esrni were maintained, 
had been provided free. 

“But despite these steps, the net 
earnings of the banks are still sub- 
stantially lower than ten years ago 
and dividends are being paid at re- 
duced rates. The present dividend of 
this Bank, for example, is nominally 

2% as compared with 16% in 1928
